KESOLVED, That it is in the power and oer- 
tpiuly within the right of American business men 
to SXert a potential inflnenee in American politics. 
Business has rights which politicians are bound to 
respect, fo the end that these rights shall be re- 
spected The Americau Protective Tarlt League rec 
ommends and urtres a larger participation in polit- 
ical affairs by business men. It is important that 
they shall exert-ivereased influence in public af- 
fairs. More business men in polities are needed 
for the eongressiomd, state and presidential cam- 
paigns of 1914 and lf>16, if the public business is 
to be conducted with intelligent and sane regard 
for businesi needs and the prosperity of the coun- 
try,

New York At last I amplco baa be- 
come world known. On that cluster of 
bungalows, the old church and tbe jail 
built on a aand heap, the eyes of the 
world are focused. 

Tbe littla port up tba Paauoo river, 
Tampleo. ought aewr to have baoome 
a great city. It baa none of the in- 
atlncta of a city. If only oil had not 
been discovered the place would be to- 
day as it was 100 years ago — a lazy, 
fly bitten center of Indolent Industry. 
A point at the end of the river con- 
venient for bartering purposes; some- 
where where the Inclian women could 
beach their canoes and exchange their 
fruits and dye stuffs for cloth and 
gaudy flnery. 

Nowadayi there are wbanraa there 
aad a railway depot Big ataamers 
ara aloagalda tba quaya aad macbaalcs 
la dirty blna overalla maka tba land- 
Boape uapleaaant to look upoa. Where 
onoa there was nothing but the subtle 
murmur of exquisite heat, now there Is 
the nolae of locomotlvea and the Jar- 
ring ratUa of tha gear ot yaUiadIng 
steamers. 

Apart from the unlovely evidence of 
increasing prosperity, Tanipico Is still 
picturesque. Only Its water side. Its 
river front, has been "improved." Be- 
hind tbe smashing noise of tba railway 
depot the old rabble of booaaa and 
drlakiag abopa aad eburcbaa remain. 
Tba plaea la Ita aaaaaea. aa It ware, is 
atUl Oaatral Amarloan and baauUful. 
Dirty, yea, but splendidly dirty. 

The old square remains, and by the 
squan- the green und white cathedral 
and the white painted, dirt Incrusted 
Jail. The jail is a rdinaiice In itself. 
It Is a place unique. Perhaps the most 
democratic prison in all the world. 
There you can be lodged for some 
trivial offeiiBe -drunkenness, for In- 
stance — and then perhapa forgotten. 
If you have no friends or np money, 
you might remain thara tor months 
Ju^Uee— or abould wa call It lawT— 
In Tampleo la a eaaual thing. Every- 
thing la a matter of tomorrow — tl^e 
tomorrow which never comes. So that 
if you happen to be a prisoner without 
outside Influence your stay may be a 
prolonged one — unleBs you have a few 
dollars with which to bribe the jailer. 
The worst of It is, jour fellow prison- 
ers will probably steal your clothes 

Hut, In spile of the wharves and the 
railway, the old native market re- 
valna. The people from aprtver atUI 
«oma downatraam In tbalr dugout 
canoaa aad barter with tba town folk. 
Thay excbaaga honey aad aaraaparilla 
aad luscious fruits for pulque, tobacco 
and cloth. . Pulque of course, is the na- 
•Jvo spirit — the fermented Juice of rhe 
iloe — which produces quick drunken- 
ness. 

The little brown skinned, dark eyed 
children still Kainboi in hap|)y naked- 
ness beneath the old bridge; and tbere 
one still hears tbe music of tbe na- 
tive laatrumenta. The women from

the far-off, unspoiled districts of the 
Interior — lopper colored, straight 
haired women, shy and beautiful — sing 
their curious songs aa they unpack 
their bundles of fruit, while their men- 
folk aun themselvea and discuss cock- 
llgbta. Tea, by tba old bridge la old 
Tampleo oaa eaa alwaya find gorgaoua 
plcturea — wrtf obaaglag and aatranc 
Ing, filled with flaablng colon and In- 
flnltoly brilliant 

But, of course, Tampleo is impor- 
tant In spite of these things. It Is 
called the oil metropolis of .Mexico. 
Certainly It is the safi st |>ort on the 
Mexipan gulf. The place commands 
most of tbe commerce of the City of 
Mexico, and all of tbat of a vast num- 
ber of mining eampa aad eaatara of 
the interior. 

American tnduatry and capital baTo 
combined; together thay hava convert- 
ed a remote, ahallow and moat traaeb- 
eroua roadatead Itato an Importaat har- 
bor. The englneara brought rocka 
from the iMountaina — 70 milaa away— 
and piled tlu m out to sea. They built 
two great breakwaters, l.uOu feet 
apart, which extend to a distance of 7,- 
0(111 feet Into the gulf. Thus, after a 
million dollars or so was spent, Tam- 
pleo, from being a little village seven 
miles up a surf guarded river, became 
a widely known port. The city Is still 
seven milea up the Panuco river, but 
now big ataamera cross ita ahattered 
bar and moor alongaide the wharvec 
which front its railway syatem. 

1'he I'anuco river Is a CUriOUS 
stream, wide and swift flowing. It 
winds ami twists, and Is InHlincl with 
mail'. ird < urri tits. Navigators are 
IK, I :i ; . !• with It. Ah a matter of fart 
It is easier (or big ships to hit one of 
its banka tbaa to kaap wltkla tba fair- 
way.

At Kensington 
there was no scope for definite ar- 
rangement. In the noble rooms of 
Stafford house overlooking the mall It 
baa been possible to follow a chrono 
logical order and to convey In the cos- 
tumaa aad tbe plcturea.

In tba booka and tba 
thouaanda of Otbar local rellca, a clear 
and telling bletory of London from 
Saxon timea until the present age.

The tlret section of our lesson Is the 
beginning of a new paragraph (see 
R. V.) and contains one of the Mas- 
'ter's best-known parables, immedi- 
ately preceding this Is the parable of 
the unjust Judge and the Importunate 
widow. We are plainly told (v. 9) 
why tba Maatar apaka ^la parable. 
It la aaay to aay tbat ttaoaa wbo troat- 
ad la tbalr own rigbtaotwaaaa and "aet 
all others at naught" (R. V.) ware tbe 
Pharisees, but such Is not tbe caae; 
and this parable Is a warning to ua, 
lest we also trust our own righteous- 
ness (Isa. 64:6). Using this particu- 
lar class as a background, Jesue 
paints, in words of simple grandeur, 
a picture quite familiar throughout tbe 
ages. In It he reveals the falseness of 
human atandarda and declares the 
Judgment ot baavan. Tbe contraot is 
vivid. Lot oa look at (1) the Pharl- 
aaa. Tba lUumlaatlag phnaa la In the 
words "be prayed wltb blmaalf" 
(V. 11). Oatentftiously tba Pbariaaea 
separated themselves from their fel- 
low men and this separation seems to 
have extended even int(j his prayer 
life, and lie Is withdrawn from God 
also. This Is an appallli^g picture 
of the man who truste only himself 
Examine his prayer and we nee the 
supposed prayer Is really a paean of 
self-exalUtloQ. It is true he begins 
by aacriblng It to the Deity, but he 
aacrfbas no pralaa to God, no thank- 
fulneea for bleaslags received; Indeed, 
he ignorea God throughout attar the 
Introduction. On the other hand, bis 
only recognition of other men la tbat 
of contempt for them lift Is COB* 
cerned altogether wltli his own ax- 
ccileni les and with the delinquencies 
of others. "1 am not as the rest of 
men" (v. 11 K. V.l. He extols proper 
Virtues of morality, rellglousnees, or- 
thodoxy aad geaaroalty, but waat 
away unsaved. 

Humility of Heart. 
(» Tha Publican regarded himself 
aa "the ainaar" (v. 18 R. V. marg.). 
He knew he waa a great, an Irrelig- 
ious otTender against law and grace. 
He had sacrificed everything to ac- 
1 quire money. He comes witli no out- 
ward show except uii abundant evi- 
dence of the t.hame and humility of 
his heart. He also was excluded from 
men but not from God. Burdened 
with the sense of hia sin, he casts him- 
self upon tbe mercy of God. He is 
abaolutaly devoid of any truat In bim- 
eelt, any contempt tor otbara, and 
makea a atralgbt, aamaat. paaaloaata 
abandonment of blmaalf aad bla naad 
to God. He goeo away "Juatlfled" 
(Judged right). Why? Becauae he 
had taken the ri^ht place, a sinner's 
place before (iod, and found pardon. 
No one who 1 iaims a place before (!od 
becauee he is a righteous man will 
be Justified in his siKht. The true 
way to God Is the one of the Publican, 
not tbat ot the Pharisee. 

II. The Second Beetion Is a story 
aad daala wltb aa Individual caae. Zac- 
cheuB, who waa a "eblat Publleaa." 
Jesus aought him (aaa Golden Text), 
whereas Zaccbeua waa aalmatad by 
curiosity, and the writer Informs us 
be was small of stature, hence the 
necessity of climbing the nycaniore 
tree. He went up the tree because 
of curiosity, he came down because 
of conviction. He wanted to si.e itiis 
man in the ci nter of the crowd und 
waa amnzed to hear Jesus call him by 
name and with the authority of a 
king commaada bis frieadablp aad 
boapltality. 

Muat Yield Wealth. 
Zaccbeua waa rich, diaboaeat. diaaat- 
laflad, but desperately la aaraaat. and 

a man of prompt deciaion. Tbe eatl- 

matlon of bla fellow-citlzene Is indi- 
cated by V. 7. Notwithstanding all of 
this Zuccheiis was not so wedded to 
bis money as to let It keep him out 
of the l%ln>;doiii In chapter IS wo 
read of the rich niaii who "lacked one 
thing." He was lost — "went away" — 
because be would nut yield his weidth 
(see aleo 18:26, 27). What took place 
within the house ot Zaccbeua we are 
not told, but tor tba Maatar to enter 
waa looked upon eltbar aa amailag 
ignorance of Zaccbeua' character or 
elee extreme oareleaaneaa cOacemlng 
the maintenance of bla own character, 
.ii MIS was dealing with one man, not 
tile multitude, hence he leaves them to 
their umazeiiu'iil . While tins is true, 
yet wi tan suriiuse soiuelliint; of that 
inii-rMi w h\ t)ir lesuii (V ,s) for Zac- 
cbeua :]i'i'iiis Iti lia\i' made a public 

avowal 'I III'- itliltal und moral 
change of heart. .Vote the Steps: 
(1) He "cought to see Jesus," John 
S:14. lb, Isa. 45:22. (2) He waa v^ry 
much In earneat, "climbed a sycamore 
tree," Luke 1S:34. (8) He made no 
delay, "maka haata" tea. (6:6. The 
reault was tbat of great blessing to 
the people and Joy in the heart ot 
Zaccbeus ( II He waa obedient. Joy- 
ously and promptly. The genulnenesn 
of his t raUBformatioli waa evidenced 
by the way it affected his poclietbook. 
He made abuudaut restitution uud 
gave bountifully to tbe poor. The 
lova of Qod shed abroad in tRe heart 
ot a mlaerly, selfish man or church 
will promote honesty both to God and 
nuuii and maka men larga-b^artad. 
8al^forgetUng, mintatariag aglaU. 
Prov. 11:14; Rom. 11:18; U Oor. S:S. 
It waa as "Bon ot Mkn" tbat Janus 
went to the house of Zaoobeus. God's 
pattern, God's man.
